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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) the 35 USC 103 rejection is maintained for 
reasons of record in the Office Action mailed 5/6/03, Paper No. 24; b) Regarding Applicants arguments toward the recent decision in 
Abbott, the Examiner respectfully points out that this decision is not relevent to the instant rejection. Applicant argues, "not all skin 
exhibits wrinkles/signs of aging once out of childhood". This argument is not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully points out that babieS 
are born with wrinkles and regardless of what activities a person avoids during his or her lifetime, wrinkles develop. Additionally, it is 
respectfully pointed out that Kumar teaches his compositions for providing moisture retaining properties, wherein the retention of moisture 
decreases wrinkles, as increased moisture hydrates the skin, thereby smoothing it and plumping it up. It is respectfully pointed out that 
Kumar does not exclude any population of people from his method, thus, while not explicitly stated, the population of people employing 
Kumar's method have wrinkles and/or other signs of aging. The Examiner respectfully points out that while not explicitly stated, the 
compositions of Kumar when applied to the skin decrease aging and/or wrinkles, since a compound and its properties are inseparable.
